question this statement, but it is true, nevertheless. Not 
only is the use of the telephone in this country much Ps 
general than it is in any European or other land, but our 
service is very much better than that enjoyed in foreign | 
parts. 

The telephone is a convenience which costs subscribers 
somewhere in the neighborhood of $30 a year for service. 
From this and from the fact that almost every home into 
which the ordinary man goes is equipped with a telephone 
instrument, we might guess that the number of telephone 
subscribers in America was far in excess of the number of 
motor vehicle owners. Just remember in this connection 
that the average cost of a motor vehicle will be somewhere 
around $800. 

However, the fact is that the total number of telephones 
in-use in the United States on December 31, 1927, was 
somewhat over 18,000,000, or one to every six inhabitants 
of the country. On the same date the number of motor vehi- 
cles in use was approximately 22,000,000, or one for each 
five people in the country. 

We do not know exactly what this proves, except 
that the average American citizen is firmly convinced 
that the one most important thing in his life is a motor 
vehicle. He will probably insist on having a telephone 
in his house, but he will certainly insist on having .a 
motor car in his garage.

Export Gains | 

NE division of the automotive industry continues to|

U. S. RUBBER SHOWS NET 
OF $6,251,481 FOR,1927 


New York, March 13.—The report 
of the United States Rubber Com- 
pany and subsidiaries for the year 
ended December 31,°1927, states that 
inventories carried over from 1926 
were adjusted as of January 1, 1927, 
to market prices and for this pur- 
pose it was necessary to use a re- 
serve of $8,535,380 set up at end of 
1926, together with $8,910,679 taken 
from the surplus account. In con- 
nection with this adjustment, $8,- 
000,000 was transferred to the 
United States Rubber Company from 
the surplus of United States Rub- 
ber Plantations. 

After making above adjustments, 
company reported net income after

PLAN COURT ATTACK ON 
CONSTITUTIONALITY OF

Cleveland, March 13—The Ohio 
3-cent gas tax law, which gouges 
Ohio motorists of $25,000,000 an- 
nually, is to be attacked in the 
courts on a charge that it is in- 
valid. 

The attack is to be made by the 
Superior Oil Company, a subsidiary 
of the Columbia Refining Company, 
owner of a large string of gasoline 
service stations, and itself a sub- 
sidiary of the Penzoil Company, 
Oil City, Pa. 

Grounds for the attack will be 
similar to those on which the suc- 
cessful fight to oust the ITlinois 
gas tax act was based—the conten- 
tion that it is in contravention of 
the interstate commerce act in as- 
suming to regulate interstate com- 
merce. 


HUPP PRODUCTION ION AT 
RECORD HIGH FOR COMPANY 


Detroit, March 13.—Hupmobile 
production is proceeding at the 
highest rate in the company’s his- 
tory, according to DuBois Young, 
president and general manager. 

Mr. Young said that on March 2 
the Hupmobile factory already had 
orders for more than 7,000 cars for 
March shipment, with more coming 
in daily. ° This compares with ship- 
ments of 5,218 in February—the 
largest single month the company 
has yet enjoyed.
